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OLD TRUSTEES 

ARE RETAINED 

GIVEN A DECISIVE VOTE 

City Election Passes Off Quietly With 
Largest Vote Ever Cast in Sierra 
Madre Precinct 

With votes to spare the three retiring 
memliers of the Board of Trustees were 
re-elected at Monday’s municipal elec¬ 
tion. The other ollices over which there 
were contests went, as was to be ex¬ 
pected. to the men who got out and 
hustled for votes. The result of the 
voting was as follows:

The total vote of 170 was the largest 
ever cast in Sierra Madre precinct. It is 
especially gratifying in view of the fact 
that comparatively little work was done 
to get the voters to come to the polls. 
In spite of the fact that rain was falling 
during most of the forenoon more than 
1(M) votes had been cast la*fore the noon 
hour. A careful examination of the 
registration books showed about 200 
available registered voters, counting out 
those who were absent from the city 
or unable to come out on account of ill¬ 
ness or some other reason. The large 
proportion of the available vote which 
was cast showed wholesome interest in 
the city’s affairs. 

As to the various contests, perhaps the 
most remarkable thing was the strength 
shown by Chairman Jones of the board 
of trustees in the face of the determined 
fight waged against him in certain quar¬ 
ters. Still, it is a question whether or 
not the character of the active opposi¬ 
tion did not serve as a strong recom¬ 
mendation for him in the minds of many 
people. It is certainly true, as predicted 
in last week's News, that that Goo Goo 
circular helped both Jones and Graham 
materially. Mr. Steinberger’s vigorous 
disclaimer of the document and its per¬ 
petrators undoubtedly helped him also. 

Twenty single-shot ballots were cast 
for J. A. Gilbert for trustee, being about 
what was expected, as it was the openly 
announced plan of the Jones opponents. 
If these twenty voters had voted for 
three candidates each the showing of the 
figures might have lieen considerably dif¬ 
ferent, though it is not likely the result 
would have been changed in any way. 
Since most of the single-shot Gilbert 
men were opponents of Jones and Gra¬ 
ham it is likely that the forty extra 
votes would have gone mostly to Stein- 
berger and Caskey. With Caskey get¬ 
ting a fair share of them he would have 
been put up close to. if not ahead, of 
Gilbert. 

The offices of clerk and treasurer went 
to Phillip Carter and F. C. Lehmer, re¬ 


spectively. who did most of what little 
electioneering was done. That Mr. Pat¬ 
terson scored so high without a lick of 
work speaks well for his popularity. 
The small vote cast for Mr. Torrance 
was a surprise to some. However, it can 
easily be accounted for by the fact that 
no work was done for him and that he 
is seen about town so little that a large 
number of voters know of him only by 
name. 

George Ray enjoyed the unique dis¬ 
tinction of being elected by the largest 
vote of any candidate in spite of the 
fact that the votes for the office of 
marshal were scattered among more can¬ 
didates than for any other office. Dur¬ 
ing the counting of the ballots Leigh 
Smith and Harvey Steinberger received 
considerable bantering along with the 
accusation that they had voted for them¬ 
selves for the unpopular position. 

There has been some talk, declared to 
be serious, of a contest over one or two 
of the offices. The only ground which 
seems to lx* spoken of is the soliciting of 
votes within 100 feet of the polls which 
is prohibited by law. This, however, 
does not afford ground for a contest. It 
simply makes the guilty person liable to 
prosecution for violation of the election 
laws.

The rainfall in Sierra Madre on Mon¬ 
day, the 10th inst., fell short of the 
record at both Los Angeles and Pasa¬ 
dena at which places there was a fall 
of .27 and .28 inches respectively. 

FUMIGATORS KILLING BIRDS 

That quail and other birds have been 
killed in large numbers by 7 the fumi¬ 
gation of citrus trees in Sierra Madre 
is claimed by several people of late. Tn 
one instance, on the ranch of A. A. Rice, 
a basketful of dead birds were picked 
up in the orchard where the fumigating 
crew had been at work. Complaint has 
been lodged with the Pasadena Humane 
society and the president, Dr. Conger, 
has taken up the matter with the county 
authorities. He has appealed for legal 
advice at the county attorney's ottice 
where he learned that the offence was 
ground for criminal prosecution for the 
killing of protected birds. He has also 
taken up the matter with the office of the 
horticultural commissioner, under whose 
direction the fumigation campaign is 
carried on. 

The offence of the fumigating crew is 
the more aggravating in that no effort 
was made to dislodge the birds l>efore 
covering the trees with tarpaulins prep¬ 
aratory to applying the cyanide. The 
work is done at night when the birds 
are roosting in the trees. When the 
dead birds first were discovered the men 
were asked to agitate the trees for 
the purpose of dislodging the birds. On 
succeeding mornings, however, more dead 
birds than ever were found under the 
trees. 

Aside from the-killing of old birds at 
roost in the trees, many young ones, 
not yet out of the nests, were victims of 
the deadly 7 cyanide. The only 7 way to 
avoid the killing of the young seems 
to be to quit fumigating during the nest¬ 
ing season. Whether or not this would 
be feasible is a question, as there seems 
to be more work for the fumigators 
than they can accomplish now from one 
year’s end to another. This question has 
been taken up by Dr. Conger with the 
horticultural officials. 


The first material improvement under¬ 
taken by the xlew municipal library 
board is the planting of a lawn on the 
library grounds.

WHAT FOREST 

WORK MEANS 

WHAT THE FORESTS ARE 

Some Light on the Work of the Govern¬ 
ment Forestry Service 
and Its Aims 

Most people have rather hazy ideas 
about the extent, purposes and methods 
of the government forestry service. The 
newspapers have been full of references 
to conservation and various other for¬ 
estry policies of the government, but 
what these things really mean and how 
they are accomplished has not received 
much space in the heat of argument over 
personal controversies. The California 
Weekly presents an illuminating article 
on the subject. After dealing with the 
operating and law departments, which 
are conducted from the head offices, the 
article continues: 

But let’s get out into the woods, where 
the service belongs. Here we meet the 
forest supervisors. Understand, first, 
that District 5 embraces California and 
southwestern Nevada, and when we say 
embraces we mean that nearly all the 
timbered area of California that was 
not in private ownership five years ago 
is now in the National Forests. But 
District 5 is divided geographically, and 
for administrative purposes, into seven¬ 
teen “forests,” of a million and a quar¬ 
ter to two million acres apiece. They 
have appropriate names, too: Angeles, 
California, Cleveland. Inyo, Klamath, 
Lassen, Modoc, Mono, Monterey. Plumas, 
Santa Barbara, Sequoia. Shasta. Sierra, 
Stanislaus, Tahoe, and Trinity—not only 7 
appropriate but, generally, indicative of 
location as well. 

Each forest is managed locally by a 
forest supervisor. He does not have to 
be a technical man, but he must be a 
good executive. He is a better super¬ 
visor if he is technically trained too, but 
it is his job to handle rangers and deal 
with cowboys and cattlemen and ranch¬ 
ers and sheepherders and power mag¬ 
nates and other people, and keep things 
in older and see that the district for¬ 
ester’s office doesn’t hear “trouble” mur¬ 
muring up from his forest too often. He 
is assisted by a deputy; same qualifica¬ 
tions. He is further assisted by a forest 
assistant, who must be highly technical 
in skill, and a civil service appointee. 
Another assistant may be a “planting 
assistant.” also a technical man and in 
the civil service. 

Then come the enlisted men. so to 
speak, the rangers. These are the high 
privates who get little glory and do the 
work. That is. they do all the unskilled, 
or non technical and non-executive work. 
They own a horse or horses, get $1,100 
a year (until January 1st it was $900 
and, as now. find your own horse, fodder, 
and grub and kit), fight forest fires, pre¬ 
vent violations of law. build cabins and 
trails, and do anything else they are 
told. They are civil service employes, 
whether they rank as rangers, deputy 
rangers, or assistant rangers. But below 
them are noil-civil service men called 
guards, who are hired in emergencies and 
for not more than six months, who do 
much the same work for less pay and a 
chance to take the service examination. 

Now comes the crux of this article. 
Every man. from the district forester

feet were given away to people who 
needed it and were entitled to get it. 
And some million and a half head of 
horses and cattle, and some six million 
sheep manage to get grazing in the na¬ 
tional forests, in spite of the talk about 
“bottling up curiosities.” Not to men¬ 
tion the fact that agricultural lands are 
as free as they are anywhere, water 
power may be had under reasonable re¬ 
strictions. and municipal water supplies 
for nothing. 

Some more about use. The old. indi¬ 
vidualistic. unrestricted use of the for¬ 
ests resulted in fire losses that would 
appal a German or a Swiss. Timber 
enough used to go up in smoke in one 
fire to build a half dozen cities. The 
Forest Service stopped that. Since the 
lire patrol was originated by the service, 
some years ago. less than one-third of 1 
per cent, of the total area of the forests 
has been burned over, a tremendous sav¬ 
ing to the public. 

Limitations of space forbid an elabora¬ 
tion of the forest policy here, but copies 
of “The Use Book” can be had of the 
Secretary of Agriculture for the asking, 
and the reader will find it not only in¬ 
structive but a really entertaining 
treatise on tlie theory and practice of a 
public service that was recognized as in¬ 
dispensable in Germany a hundred years 
ago.

Rev. Charles F. Aked. 1). 1).. pastor 
of the Fifth Avenue Baptist Church of 
New York City, and Dr. Lawrence F. 
Flick, the famous Philadelphia special¬ 
ist, and chief organizer of the last In¬ 
ternational Congress on Tuberculosis, 
have issued statements endorsing in 
most emphatic language the movement 
for a National Tuberculosis Sunday on 
April 24th.

In the 
old days a doctor’s diagnosis, ‘Consump¬ 
tion.’ was regarded as a sentence of 
death, and the prevalence of tuberculo¬ 
sis was thought of in the light of some 
mysterious ‘visitation of God.' Today 
we know that tuberculosis is curable, 
and. it is preventable. Preventable dis¬ 
eases ought to be prevented. And the 
Church of the Living God with the mem¬ 
ory of Him whom we love to call ‘the 
Good Physician.' of whom it is recorded 
that ‘He went about doing good.’ and 
that ‘lie healed many that were sick of 
divers diseases.' should la* in the van of 
those who love their fellows, seeking 
to prevent preventable ills. The world 
is cursed by ignorance and darkness. 
It is to he blessed by knowledge and 
light. Tubmenlosis is horn of ignor¬ 
ance; it flourishes in the darkness. Audi 
if the light of the knowledge of the' 
glorv of God shines from the face of 
Jesus Christ into the Church, ii must 
stream again from the Church into dark 
homes and into dark lives and the dark 
places of the city where physical and 
moral evils abound. Social problems I 
are spiritual at heart. We worship God I 
by serving man. And I wish you every j 
success in your effort to enlist the en¬ 
thusiastic and consecrated service of the 
Christian Church."

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COOK’S RECORD CLIMB 

Polar Explorer’s Alleged Records Dimmed 
by Another of the Tribe. 

Wednesday's Examiner contained the 
following highly interesting account of 
how the Mt. Wilson observatory an¬ 
nexed a new cook: 

Lore and legend of the mountain trail 
which has its slender and precipitous 
way from Sierra Madre to the peak of 
Mt. Wilson and the Carnegie Solar Ob¬ 
servatory, were shattered, last week. A 
new record in trail climbing was inci¬ 
dentally set from the fragments.

Arrangements were made 
with the Mt. Wilson hotel to furnish 
the cook with a burro for the ascent.

visitation. 1 hen he gets down to serious 
work. First comes the name in full. It 
includes every member of the family 
living on April 15. If the enumerator 
reaches one family on April 17, one mem¬ 
ber of which died on April 16, the dead 
man will lie put in the census. Similar¬ 
ly. if a child was born on April 16, he 
will wait for ten years before lie is able 
to increase the official population figures. 

The relationship of each person to the 
head of the family must be told. Then 
comes the sex, color or race, age at last 
birthday, whether single, married, di- , 
vorced or widowed, number of years of 
present marriage, and in the case of wo¬ 
men, the number of children born and the 
number still living. If a man cannot re- j 
port the exact age of his wife, it will 
go hard with him. 

Finally conies the genealogy. The 
place of birth must be told, and the j 
place of birth of one’s father and mother 
as well. If an immigrant, the subject of 
this sketch must tell when he came over 
and whether he has ever taen out natur¬ 
alization papers.

Thirty-two Questions to Be Answered 
When the Enumerator Comes Around. 

Work of taking the new national cen¬ 
sus begins today all over the country. 
Charles II. Perry has been designated 
as the enumerator for Sierra Madre and 
on Wednesday evening attended a school 
of instruction in Los Angeles to get 
final instructions as to methods of work. 

V ith thirty-two questions to answer, 
the citizens of the United States prom¬ 
ise to contribute an unusual amount of 
varied information to the thirteenth cen¬ 
sus. The schedule also means an im¬ 
mense amount of work for the enumera¬ 
tor. who will have to put in hard work 
in order to earn $5 a day. 

Starting out with the location of a 
house at which he calls, the enumerator 
is required to note down the number 
of the house and family in the order of 


whether the victim is able to speak Eng¬ 
lish; if not, what language is spoken. 
In case he is not able to speak English, 
no means appears to be provided by 
which the enumerator can ascertain 
further facts. 

1 he candidate’s trade or profession, 
and the nature of the industry or busi¬ 
ness in which he works must next be 
revealed. A theatrical employe can not 
declare himself an actor, if his real job 
is that of bouncer. 

Finally the candidate must till wheth¬ 
er he is an employer, employe, or work¬ 
ing on his own account, and if he is an 
employe, whether he was out of work on 
April 15. and how many weeks he had 
been out of work during 1909. 

The line of questions then changes, 
and education is the topic of conversa¬ 
tion. Can the subject read? can he 
write? has he attended school at any' 
time since September, 190!)? 


By a swift leap, the enumerator passes 
to his financial condition. Does he own 
or rent a home? If lie owns, is it sub¬ 
ject to a mortgage. Is it a farm or a 
house? If it is a farm, the enumera¬ 
tor must further list it under certain 
classes which are described to him by 
the director of the census. 

The candidate is then asked whether 
he fought in the civil war, if so on 
which side, and is allowed to terminate 
the brief but profitable interview by 
admitting that he is blind, deaf, or dumb, 
if such be the fact, and if so, whether 
in one or both eyes.

Twelve bungalows of one and two rooms 
each will be erected immediately by the 
El Reposo Sanatorium Company for the 
accomodation of patients.

Wells, the resident physi¬ 
cian at El Reposo, has completed plans 
for establishing a finely equipped lab¬ 
oratory for electrical and other work in 


which he has wide experience He lias 
sent for his laboratory equipment which 
he left in the east and will have one 
of the larger rooms in the main build¬ 
ing for his use. During the absence of 
Dr. Browning from California, Dr. T. H. 
Ullyot of the Pottenger Satatorium has 
been carrying on his work.
